Race and peace. &c, Good Chailtian - 
Reader here are ſet fo02th foz thine in⸗ 
- ſtruction and comfozt-, certapne learned 
and comfoztable conferences betwene the two re⸗ 
nerende and godly Fathers M,1ydlcp,and . 
Latimer: whole bodies the Romiſh tyzannye of 
late hath tozmentevd, c fyzc hath conſumed, whole 
ſoules mercy hath embzaced, and heauen hath rc= 
ceiued, pelding the one vnto the enemy to death, 
foz teſtimony of the truth, commendpng the other 
vnto God inſure hope of lpfe. Fndfoz as much 
as thele their ſcroies # wzitinges were by Gods 
good pꝛouidence neſerued, and as it were, raked. 
out of the aſhes of the Tuthours: centayniug as 
well comfoztable conſolation fo2 ſuch ag are in the 
ſchoole of the croſſe, as alſo good and p2ofitable 
admonition foz them, which (either of ignozance, 
either ot inürmitie, oz by flattering of them lelues 
with vayne pꝛetences ) do pelde vnto the wycked 
wozld : The reuerence due to the reuerende Fas 
thers, the zeale towar des the ſettyng foꝛth ol the 
tryed truth, and the ready good wpll to camfozt. 
and confirme-weake conſciences, would not ſuffer 
thee anp longer to want thelc ſmall treatiſes, and 
neee treaſures. That as in lpfe they pꝛo⸗ 

ted thee by teaching, and in death by example, ſo 
after death they map do thec good by W2pting. 

And albeit the matter of it leifeis ſutficient to 
commend it ſelfe, yet it cannot be, but the woꝛ⸗ 
thynes of the wziters wyll encreaſe credite, and 
geue no ſmall authozity to the wꝛitinges. Map⸗ 
ſter Latimer came earlper in the mozning , and 5 
Was the moe auncient wozkeman in the Lozdes 
vynevard, who alſo may very well be called (ag

of England: as one much moze wozthys of thas 
name, taz hys true docrrine,foz his tharpo repꝛo⸗ 
uyng of ſynne and ſuperſtition , then was Augu⸗ 
ſtine biſhop of Canterbury , fox bzingyng jn the 
PDopes monkerp and faife religton . M. Ridley 
came later about the eleuenth houre, but no doubt 
he came when he was effectually called, and from 
the tyme of his calling became a fapthfull labou⸗ 
rer, terrible to the enemies foꝛ hys excellent lear= 
ning; and therefozea mcete man to ryd out of the 
TLozdes vpnepard the ſophiſticail thoznes of the 
Wanglyng aduorſaries, which dyd well appeare 
in all biſputacions and conferences that were in 
his tyme, and partly doth appeare in this treatiſe 
tolowing, and allo in his excellent bztefe treatiſe 
vpon the Loꝛdes ſupper, now aiſo newip pꝛinted. 

But what ſhall it nede many woꝛdes to pꝛayſe 
them, whole lyues were molt. comendable, Wheſe 
deathes were moſt glozyous - Jn offiee c voca⸗ 
tion both iyke, in labour and trauatl both faithful, 
in iearning e iudgement both lound, in minde and 
maners both milde, in Gods cauſe both ſtout. Fox 
neither th:catned death, neither loue of preſet lpfe 
could thake the foundation of their fayth, firmly 
grounded vpon the ſure rocke Chʒiſt. They re⸗ 
demed liberty of conſcience, with the bondage of 
the body, 4 to ſane their lypues, they were content 
to loſe their lpues . This was not the Woꝛke of 
fleſh, but the ovyeratis of Gods mighty ſpirit: who 
hath ener from the beginning net onelp buyſded, 
but alſo eniarged his Church by the ſufferance of 
his Saintes, and ſealed his doctrine & the bloud 
of his Martyꝛs :as ſ. Auguſtine ſpeaking of the 
De ciui- perſecutions in thepzimatine church doth wel de⸗ 
tate Dei flare in theſe woꝛdes: Ligabantur, includebi.

This Habet deum was biſhop of the City 
J amallune wher Antonie hid beene bis 
ſhop befoze. And when Antony had vered 
him (as the ſtozye ſapth) with diuers 
and ſundzie perſecutions, and had found 

the ſouldiar of Chꝛiſt alwaies conſtaunt 
in his confcſſion : it is ſapd, that at length 
in a great rage he lwoꝛe, and ſapd to his 
friendes on this wiſe: Af 3 make him not 
of my religion, then am 4 not Antonie.

ſarely Chziſt commaunding in his laſt 
ſupper to eate his body, and to dzinke his 
bloud, ſeemed to commaunde in ſound of 
wo2des , as great and euen the ſame in⸗ 
conuenience and vngodlynes , as dyd his 
wo2des in the.6.chap. of S. John: and 
therfoze muſt euen by the ſame reaſon be 
lpke wiſe vnderſtanded and expounded fl- 
guratiuelp and ſpiritually , as S. Auguſ⸗ 
tine did the other: Mherunto that expotis 
cion wot D, Auguſtine may ſeme to be the

Doctor Ridleyes treatife 
moꝛe meete,fo2 that Chꝛiſt in his ſupper,

and revealed this ſpirituall and godly ex⸗ 
policton vnto S.Augultine, - 

But J haue taried longer in ſetting 
foozth the foꝛme of Chziſtes wooꝛdes vps 
on the Lozdes cup, wzptten by Paule 
and Luke, then J did intende to do. And 
pet in ſpeaking of the fozme of Chꝛiſtes 
woꝛdes, ſpoken vpon his cup, cõmeth now 
to my remembꝛaunce the fozme of wozvs 
vſed in the latine Palle vpon the Lo2des 

cup. Wherof J do not a litle maruaile, 
what ſhould be the cauſe ſeing the latine 
Maſſe agreth with the Euangeliſts and 
Paule, in the fozme of woꝛdes ſapd vpon 
the bzead, why in the woꝛdes vpon the 
Loꝛdes cup it differeth from them all: yea 
and addeth to the woꝛdes of Chꝛiſt ſpoken

Fo2 againſt Chꝛiſt the falſe witneſſes 
vid agree no doubt , to ſpeake all againſt 
hym. And the wicked Judges were both 
agreed to condemne poꝛe @uſanna: but in 
examination of their witneſſes , they diſs 
ſented ſo far, that all was found falſe that 
they went about, both that wherin they a - 
gred,and alſo thoſe thinges which they 
b:ought fo2 their pꝛoues. 

Thus much baue J ſpoken, in ſearching 
out a ſolucion foꝛ this pꝛincipal queſtion, 
which was, what is the materiall ſubltace 
ofthe holy Sacrament in the Loꝛdes ſup⸗ 
per. Now leaſt J ſhould ſæme to ſet by 
myne 9wne conceite,moze then is mæte: 
o2 leſſe to regard the doctrine of the old 
eccle ſtaſtical wꝛiters, then is conuenient

no man which will vouchſafe to reade 
them, and without pꝛeiudice ofa co2rupt 
iudgement wil indifferently weigh them, 
and conſtrue their minds none es a

then they declare them ſelues to haue 
ment :4J am perſwaded ( J ſay ) that in 
reading of them thus no man can be igno⸗ 
raunt in this matter, but. hee that wyll 
ſhut vp his owne eies, and blindfield him 
ſelke. When J ſpeake of Ccclefiaſticalt 
w2yters, I meane ofſuch as were befoze 
the wicked vſurpation of the ſea of Rome 
was growen ſo vnmeaſurablp great, that 
not onely with ty2annicall power, but alſo 
with co2rupt doctrine ,1t beganne to ſub⸗ 
uert Chꝛiſtes Goſpell, and fo turne the 
the ſtate, that Chziſt and his Apoſtels ſet 
in the church, vpſyde downe, 

Foz the cauſes afozeſaid J wil rehearſe 
certaine of their ſayings: And pet becauſe 
| I take them but foz wytneſſes «4 expoun- 
ders ot this doctrine, and not as the An⸗ 
thozs of the ſame: And alſo fo2 that now 
J wyll not be tedious, J wyl rehearſe but 
few, that 1s,thz& old waiters of yp Greeke 
church, t other th2e of the Latin church, 
which do ſæme to be in this matter moſt 
plaine , The Greke Authozs are Origen, 
Chry ſoſtome, and I heodoret : The Latin 
are Tertullian, S. Aultin, and Gelaſius. 

J know there can be nothing ſpoken ſo 
plainlp, but the crafty wyt furniched with 
5 eloquence 
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— Doctor Ridleyes treatiſe 
2 eloquence, can darken it, and wꝛaſte if 
quite from the true meaning to a contra⸗ 
ry ſence. And J know alſo the eloquence, 
cratte, and fynenes of wyt hath gone a⸗ 
bout to bleare mens eies, and to ſfop their 
eares in the afozenamed wziters , that 
men ſhould nepther heare noꝛ ſ& what 
thoſe autoꝛs both wꝛite 4 teach ſo plainly, 
that except men ſhould bee made both 
ſtarke blynde and deafe , they cannot but 
of neceſſitte , if they will reade and weye | 
them indiffereutlpe, both heare and ſc 
what they do meane , when eloquence, 
craft, and fynenes of wpt haue done all 
that they can. Now let vs heare the olde 

wꝛiters of the Greeke Church. 

Origene, Origene, which lyued about, 1250, peares | 
ago: a man fo2 the excellencie ofhis tcar-

of Oꝛigene was but ſet fo2th of late by 
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Doctor Ridleyes treatiſe 


appeareth playnly, Foz ſo may al the god 
olde auto2s, which lay in old Libzaries, 
and are ſet foꝛth of late, be by this reaſon 
retected, as Clemens i 
doretus, luſtinus, Eccleſiaſtica hiſtoria, Ni- 


cephori, and other ſuch, An other anſwer 
they had, ſaping that Oꝛigene is not edto 
haue ecred in ſame pointes, and therfoꝛe 
fdpth is not to be geuen in this matter vn- 
to him. But this anſwer well weighed 
doth miniſter nod matter to the clere con⸗ 
futacion of it ſelf, Foꝛ in dede we graunt 
that in ſome popntes Dꝛigene dpd erre. 
But thoſe errours are gathered out and 
noted both of S. Jerome and Epiphanius, 
ſo that his woozkes (thoſe errours excep⸗ 
ted) are now ſo much the moꝛe of aucoꝛi⸗ 
tie, that ſuch great learned men tooke 
paynes to take out of hym, whatſocucr 
they thought in him tobe wzytten amiſſe, 
But as concerning this matter of the 
4 oꝛzds ſupper, neither they no} pet euer 
any other auncient authoz dpd euer ſay, 
that Oꝛigene did erre. 

Now becauſe theſe two anſ bers baue 
bene oflate ſo confuted and confounded, , 
that it is weil perceyued that they wyll 
_ no place ; 9 ſome which haue 
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wꝛitten ſpnce that tyme, haue foꝛged two 
other aunſ wers, euen of the ſame mould.

Auguſtine maketh mencion to be geuen 
vnto them that were taught the fayth, 
befoꝛe they were baptiſed. But D21gens 
own wo2des in two ſentences befo2e re⸗ 
hearſed, being put together, pꝛoue this an⸗ 
ſwer vatrue, Foz hee ſaith , that he mea- 
neth of that flguratiue and myiticall bsdy, 
which p2ofiteth them that do receiue it 
woꝛthelp, alluding ſo plainly vnto Saint 
Paules wo2ds ſpoken of the Lozds ſup⸗ 
per, thatitis a ſhame fo2 any learned man 
once to open his mouth to the contrary, 
And that bꝛead which S. Auguſtine ſpea⸗

no inconuenience to ſap, that tow ma- 
teriall ſubſtaunce dyd depart at the en- 
tring in of Chꝛiſtes body vnder the afoze 
ſapd fozmes ; So when the ſayde fozmes 
be deſtroyed and do not remapne, then 
commeth agayne the ſubſfance of bzead 
and wine. And this ſay they, is very mete | 
in this myſtery, that that which began | 
with a my2acle , ſhall ende in ampꝛacle. 
Ik J had not read this fantaſpe, J would 
ſcarcely haue beleued,Þ any learned man 
euer would haue ſet foꝛth ſuch a foliſh fans 
taſie: which not onelp lacketh al ground, 
either of Gods woozd, reaſon, oꝛ of any 
auncient wzyter , but is alſo cleane cons 
trarie to the common rules of ſchole diui⸗ 
nitie: which is, that no miracle is to be al- 
firmed and put without neceſſitie. And alk 
though ſoz their toꝛmer miracle, _ is

their Tranſubſtanciation they haue ſome 
colour, though it be but vapne, ſaping it is 
done by the power and vertue of theſe 
woꝛdes of Chꝛiſt, L his is my body: yet to 
make this ſeconde miracle of returning 
the materiall ſubſtance agayne,theyhaue 
no colour at all.

Homilie Super Leuiti- The ſecõd 
cum, ſayth, that ther is alſo cuen in the authozitee

Wherfoze if the one do kil, 
except it be vnderſtanden figuratiuely 
and ſpiritually: then the other ſurely doth 
kill ikewitſe . But that to eate Chꝛiſtes 
fieſh doth kyll ſo vnderſtanden, D21gene 
affirmeth playnlyin his woꝛds aboue re⸗ 
hearſed: Wherfoze it cannot be iuſtly de⸗ 
nied, but to cate Chꝛiſtes body literally 
vnderſtanden , muſt ndæes (after hm) 
Kyll likewiſe, 

The anſwer that is made to this place 
of zDugene of the Papiſtes is ſo folyſh, 
that it be wꝛaieth it ſelfe without any fur⸗ 
ther confutacion. At is the ſame that they 
make to a place of S. Auguſtine in hys 
boke De doctrina Chrittiana 2 Whercag 
D. Auguſtine ſpeaketh in effect the ſame 
thing that D2tgene doth here. The Pas 
piſtes auſwer is this: to the carnall man 
the litteral _ is hurtfull, but not ſo to 
the ſpirituall. As though to vnderſtande 
that in his pꝛoper ſenſe, which ought to 
be taken figuratiuelp, were to the carnal 
man a daungereus peryll, but to the ſpt- 
rituall man none at all. 

Now to Chry nn: J bzing fo

H. J. ſup⸗ 
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ſupper befoze his paſlion, wherin he did 
oꝛdapne the ſacrament of his body, as all 
learned men do agree, 
S. Auguſtine allo in his.2z, Epiſtle to 
Bonifacius, teacheth how ſacramentes do 
beare the names of the thinges wherof 
they be ſacramentes, both in Baptiſme, 
and in the Lo2des table, even as we call 
euery god Fryday , the daye of Chziſtes 
paſſion : andeveryCalſter day, the day of 
Tipiltesceſurredion: when in very deede 
ther was but one day wherin he ſuffered, 
and but one day wherin he roſe, And why 
do we then call them ſo, which are not ſo 
in deede, but becauſe they are in like tyme 
und courſe of the peare, as thoſe dayes 
were, wherin thoſe thinges wer done: 
Mas Chꝛiſt ſaith (S. Auguſtine) offered 
any moze but once: And he offered hym 
ſelfe, And yet in a ſacrament oꝛ repꝛelen⸗ 
tacion, not onely enery ſolemne feaſt of 
Caſter, but alſo euerp day to the people 
he is offered. So that he doth not lye that 
ſayth : He is euerp dape offered. Foz ik 
Sacramentes had not ſome ſimilitudes 
oꝛ likenelle of thoſe thinges wherof they | 
be'@acramentes,theycouidinno wile be 
ſacramentes: and foz their ſimilitudes 
and 
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vpon the Lords Supper. 
and likeneſſe commonly thep haue the 
name of the thinges whereot they be ſa- 
cramentes. Thertoꝛe as after a certapne 
maner of ſpech, the ſacrament of Chꝛiſts F 
bo dp, is Chꝛiſtes body, the ſacrament of 
Chꝛiſtes bloud,ts Chꝛiſtes bloud, ſo like⸗ 
wiſe the Sacrament of kaith, is faith. 

After this maner of ſpeech, as S. Augu⸗ ; 
ſtine teacheth in his queſtions Super Le- Queliion 
uiticum, et contra ;Adimantum , it ts ſapd 5/* 
in ſcripture, that ſeuen eares of coꝛne be 
ſeuen peares, ſeuen Rpne be ſeuen peres, 
and the rocke was Chꝛiſt, and bload is 
the ſoule: The which laſt ſaping ( ſaith S. 
Auguſtine) in his bake contra Adiman- 
tum, is vnderſtanded to bee ſpoken in a 
ſigne oꝛ figure, foꝛ the Loꝛd him ſelle dyd Cap. ig. 
not ſticke to ſay, This is my body, when 
hee gaue the ſigne of hys body. Foz wee Contra 
muſt not conſider in ſacramentes (ſapth Maximi 
S. Auguſtine in an other place) what they um, lib. 
be, but what they do ſignific . Foz they be cap. 22. 
ſignes of things, being one thing in them 
ſelues, and pet ſignifipng an other thing. 

Fo2 the heauenly bzead (ſaith he) ſpea- 
king of the ſacramentall bzead,by ſome 
maner of ſp&ch is called Chꝛiſtes bodye, 
When in very derde it is the ſacrament of 
N. iu. his

o moze clearelp ſpoken, then are theſe 
places of 9, Auguſtine befoze rehearſed, 
it men were not obſtinately bent to main 
taine an vntruth, and to receine nothyng 
what ſoeuer doth ſet it foozth 2 Yet one 
place moze of S. Auguſtine wyl J alledge 
which is very cleare to this purpoſe, that 
Chꝛiſtes naturall body is in heanen, and 

not here coꝛpoꝛallp in the ſacrament, and 

ſo let hym depart. 

Aueuſli. . In his. 50. Treatiſe which hee waiteth | 
Tract. co vpon John, he teacheth plainly andclear- | 
n 10+. Iv how Chꝛiſt being both God and man, 
in au. ts both here, after acertaine maner, and 
pet in heauen, and not here in his natural 
body and ſubſtaunce which he toke of the 
bleſled Uirgin Parpe, ſpeakyng thus of 
Chꝛiſt, and ſaying: By his diuine Paie⸗ 
ſtie, bp his pꝛouidente, by his vnſpeakable 
and inuiſible grace, that is fulfilled which 
he ſpake: Behold l am with you to the end 

of the world, But as concerning his fleſh, 
which he toke in his incarnation, as fou- 
chyng that which was bozne of the Uir⸗ 
gin, as concerning that which was appꝛe 
hended by the Jewes and crucified vpon 


a free, and taken downe from the croſle, 
_ lapped 
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vpon the Lords Supper. 
lapped in lynnen clothes, and buryed, and 
roſe againe, and appeared after his reſur⸗ 
rection, as concernyng that fleſh, he ſayd: 
Yeſhal not euer haue me with you. Why 
ſo? Foz as concerning his fleſh, he was 
conuerſaunt with his Diſciples. xl. dapes, 
and they accompaning,ſ&ing, and not fo⸗ 
lo wing hym, he went vp into heauen, and 
is not here. By the pꝛeſente of his diuine 
Maieſtie he did not departe: as concer⸗ 
ning the pꝛeſence of his diuine maieſtie, 
we haue Chꝛiſt euer with vs: but as con⸗ 
cerning the pzeſence of his fleth , he ſayd 
truly fo his Diſciples . Ye ſhall not euer 
haue mewith you , Fo2 as concerning the 
pꝛeſence of his fleſh, the church had hym 
but a fewe dapes: nowe it holdeth hym 
by faith, thougb it ſee hym not. 

Thus much S. Auguſtine ſpeaketh re⸗ 
peating one thing ſo often: and all to de⸗ 
clare and teache howe we ſhould vnder⸗ 
ſtande the maner of Chꝛiſtes being here 
with vs: which is by his grace, by his pꝛo⸗ 
nidence, and by his diuine nature, and how 
he is abſent by his naturall body which 
was bozne of the virgin Mary, died, and 
roſe foz vs, and is aſcended into heauen, 
and ther ſytteth , as is in the articles of 
B. iii. cur

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A Doctor Ridleyes treatiſe 
our faith, on the right hand of God, and 
thence (and krom none other place ſaith ; 
S. Auguſtine) he ſhall come on the latter 
dap, to iudge the quicke and the dead. at 
the which dape the righteous ſhall then 
1yft vp their heades, and the lyght of Gods 
truth ſhall ſo ſhyne , that falſehoode and 
errours ſhalbe put to perpetual contuſiõ, 
rightcouſnes ſhall haue the vpper hand, t 
truth that day ſhall beare away the vic⸗ 
toꝛp, all the enemies therof quite ouer⸗ 
thꝛowen, to be troden vnder fte foꝛz euer? 
moe. O Loꝛd, Loꝛd J beſeech thee haſten 
this dap, then ſhalt thou be glozified with 
the glozye due vnto thy diuine maieſtpe: 
and we ſhall ſyng vnto the, in all iovze 
and felicitye , laude and pꝛapſe fo2 euer? 
moze. Amen. 
Here now would J make an end, fo me 
thinke S. Auguſtiue is in this matter ſo 
full and plaine, and of that authoꝛity, that 
it ſhould not neede after this his declara⸗ 
tion, being ſo firmly groiided vpon Gods 
wo2d,and ſo wel agreing with other aun- 
cient Authozs , to bzyng in fez the confir- 
mation ofthis matter any moe. And vet 
I ſayd J would alledge thꝛæ of the Latin 
church, to teſtiũe the truth in this yo 
Fe 
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Now therefoze. the laſt of all ſhall be Ge- Gclaſius. 


laſius, which was a byſhop of Rome, but 
one that was byſhop of that Dea befoze 
the wicked vſurpation and ty2anny ther- 
of ſpꝛead and bꝛaſt out into all the wozld, 


Foz this man was befoze Bonifacius, yea 


and Grigory the firſt: In whoſe dayes 
both cozruption of doctrine, and tpꝛanni⸗ 
call vſurpation did chiefly growe and hay 
the vpper hand, 

Gelaſius in an Epiſtle of y two nafures 
of Chꝛiſt, contra Eutichen, wꝛiteth thus: 
The Sacramentes ofthe body and bloud 
of Chꝛiſt which wee receiue, are godlye 
thinges, whereby, and by the ſame we are 
made partakers of the deuine nature, and 
pet neuertheles the ſubſtaunce oz nature 
of the bzead and wypne doty not de part oꝛ 
go away. Note theſe wooꝛdes J belech 
vou, and confider whether anye thing can 
be moze plainly ſpoken then theſe words 
agapnſt the errour of Tranlubſtantia⸗ 
tion: which is the ground and bitter rote 
whereupon ſp2ingeth all the hozrible cr- 
rours befoze rehearſed. |

fally,that no man nedeth to be decepued, 
but he that wyll not ſ&, o: wyll not vn- 
derſtand: Let vs al that do lone the truth, 
embzace it, and fo2ſake the falſehod. Foz 
he that loueth the truth, is of God: and the 
lacke of the lone therof is the cauſe why 
God ſuffereth men fo fall into errours, 
and to periſh therin: yea and as S. Paule 
ſapefh, why he ſendeth vnto them illuſt⸗ 
ons, that they beleue lpes, vnto their own 
condemnacion: becauſe (ſapth he) theg 
loued not the truth. This truth no doubt 
is Gods wo2de : F862 Chꝛiſt hym ſelke 

Ihn. 17. ſapth vnto his father: Thy word is 

5 truth. The loue and light wherof 

almightte God our heanenly 
Father gene vs, and lygh⸗ 
ten it in our hartes by his 
holy ſpirite, thzough
